HERK WE CO AfiAIN! 
It hasn't taken loni; for the blunders of 
the last session of the li'^lslaturc to demon' 
stratc thcm.iclvt'K. 

One would think, JtidRliig from the amount 
of time the IcRlsIntors devoted to fllot 
niachlnr.'; and llquor-by-lhe-drink, that they 
would at least enact sound leglslnllon co' 
crlng these two Issiic.i. 

But In trylnp to stnuldlc the fence In an 
attempt to plca.sc everybody politically, and 
■ In passing the Ijuclt bacl; to the munlclpall 
lies Instead of accepting a rciponslblllty that 
was theirs,, tho legislator;; actually made con- 
ditions worse. 

Developments bearing out this contention 
already are coming thick and fast. 

The Bingham Country Chib. Inc. 
brought court action ajjalnst the state com' 
I miealoncr of law enforcement, challenging 
constitutionality of Idaho's new lltjuor-by' 
the-drlnk law. The club chari^es the law Is 
discriminatory agaln.sL people outside the 
corporate llnill-s of cities and villages In that 
It affords them no opportunity to voice ap- 
proval or disapproval of the atloptlon of 
local option, and against non-city residents 
by denying them the "right to have llquo 
lawfully purchased, mixed and served." 

At a conference of Idaho city attorney 
and mayoFB, held at Boise, these same stat- 
utes came In for criticism and ridicule. 

The meeting was called 30 the city attor- 
neys could study what George M. Huebner, 
secretary-treasurer 'of the Idaho Municipal 
league, described as "the monstrosities and 
chaos left to the cities by the legislature, 
While we lay no claim to being legal eX' 
I perts. the apparent Inconsistencies In these 
laws automatically raise a question o.^ to 
their constitutionality. 

In one respect at least, this last se.'i.nlon of 
the general assembly legislated out of busl 
ness a good many clubs which the state ap' 
patently regarded as legal under previously' 
enacted laws equally as flimsy. "These were 
■7 the "establishments located outside the cor- 
porate limits of municipalities and operated 
under the so-called locker sy.stem. 

We have an outstanding example of that 
kind right here In Twin Falls. The leading 
such club In this vicinity, Involving the larg 
cit Investment, providing the best entertain- 
ment, and accepted by a number of our lead' 
Ing civic clubs as a place to hold annual bah' 
quels and other social affairs, finds itself 
virtually out of business because It happen; 
to bo Juat outside the city limits. Places far 
Icis desirable ond much more questionable 
win be permitted to operate under the new 
law. only because they happen to be located 
within the city proper. 

There's no use of kidding ourselves. Tlilj 
new set-up Is going to be a pnln In the neck.

A few m«n exercUlnic remote 
control have too little nccOunUbll- 
Ity to the millions who are ten-ed 
by main channels of communica- 
tion such as the radio networks. 

Cheapness, seniatlon and lying 
are other threats, according to tho 
commission's report. It la inlerest- 
Ing to note that the charg" of sen- 
s.itlonaltsm la the one most fre- 
cjuently brought against our press 
by visiting JournnlLita from Sm'let 
nu»la. who like to t>oasl that ihclr 
prts-s is the best In the world. 

The only change by way of law 
that the commission recommends Li 
a supplement to the law of libel 
under which a newspaper could be 
compelled to publish a rctraetlon 
for a fabthood. In fact, the com- 
mLislon Is keenly aware of the 
dangers o( a "solution" by govem- 
meni. They would extend to radio 
and the movies Uie free-speech 
guarantees ot the first amendment 
to the conitltullon.
